"Here and there the corpse of 


t-oine beast can be seen floating on 
the surface; along the shores are 
many skeletons. It is no wonder 
that none of the murderers who in 
past years hare gone to eo nineti 
trouble in hiding the bodies of their 
victims thought of weighting the 
bodies •with rocks which lie strewn 
so thickly on the shores and 
then hurling them into these black 
waters. That quarry hole, accord- 
ing to the people who lire near, has 
nearer been dragged for any purpose.

Its body is 
comparatively slender, shaped li.ke 
that of a catfish, and a dull lead in 
color. The head is hideously de- 
formed, almost like that of a minia- 
ture dog in shape and is jet black. 
Either of those fish will take a hook 
readily, and, as I said, neither can 
live ten minutes in other water than 
the slime ot" this quarry.

This, 
however, left him £10, and Grant vrus 
very grateful.

Tho bomb bounds along like a 
rubber ball once or twice, aud the sol- 
diers are said to lie quite, comfortable 
inside.
